Tokio, June 12.—Tokio has calmly 
received the news of American inter­ 
vention and prospective peace. 
The 
assurance that Russia 
will accept 
President Roosevelt’s proposal, and 
the knowdedeg that the final consuzn- 
I mation of peace involves the adjust- 
\ ment of a series of questions of para- 
! mount importance, requiring the most 
I careful 
diplomacy 
ex tending 
over 
i weeks of negotiation, coupled perhaps 
; with the recollection of a previous 
ex perience in the thorny path of the 
world’s politics, seem to create a dis­ 
position to await final results. 
There 
is nevertheless the keenest satisfac­ 
tion over the preliminary step and a 
feeling 
of 
deep 
gratefulness 
over 
President Roosevelt’s action. 
There is also genuine thanksgiving 
at the thought that the carnage and 
horror and waste of war will soon end 
and a genuine hope that the negotia 
tions will bring a satisfactory and en-„ 
during peace. 
The national rejoicing and thanks­ 
giving will probably be deferred until 
the treaty of peace is signed and all 
doubt ended. 
The question of an armistice which 
will low’or the bayonets of the two 
enormous armies facing one another 
on the Manchurian frontier has not 
been discussed, yet it is believed that 
an armistice 
will be speedily con­ 
cluded. 
The Japanese plenipotentiaries to 
arrange terms of peace arc already 
being discussed. 
The names of Mar­ 
quis Ito. Premier Katsura, Foreign 
Ministef* Komura. Marquis Yamagata 
and others r.re being suggested for 
possible heads of the commission. 
Popular estimates of Japan’s terms 
of peace vary widely and i elude hoth 
indemnity and cession of territory. It 
is believed that the peace commis­ 
sioners will meet somewhere in the 
Orient.

The program included a parade be­ 
ginning with the Indians, followed by 
the ox team and praM e schooner, and 
ending with an $18,900 automobile.

Gov ernment of the Czar Waiting for 
Japan to Giv e the Word. 
St. Petersburg. June 12.—Russia li 
waiting for Japan to fix the time and 
the place when and where the Jap­ 
anese terms will be placed In the 
hands 
of 
Russia’s 
representativ es 
The foreign office expects that the de­ 
lay will be brief. 
The emperor’s gov ­ 
ernment 
would 
prefer 
that 
Paris 
should be the scene of the initial step, 
but it is explained that neither the 
place nor the personality of the Rus­ 
sian representativ e matters greatly. 
The Russian representativ e will not 
he a plenipotentiary with full power 
to negotiate. His duty will practically 
be confined to the reception and trans 
mission to his gov ernment of the Jap 
anese terms for decision as to wheth 
or they afford a basis for actual peace 
negotiations. He will be clothed with 
power to effect an agreement for ths 
suspension of hostilities, which sus 
pension will probably be for a v ery 
limited period, during which Russia 
must decide the momentous question 
of peace or s prolongation of the war 
During this temporary armistice boti 
countries probably will he free to con 
tinue the mov ement of troops and tru 
nitions of war within prescribed lim­ 
its, although nothing definite on this 
point will he known until the meeting 
takes place. 
If Russia finds that the terms arc 
on a basis cm which negotiations can 
proceed, regular plenipotentiaries will 
be appointed, the number being decid­ 
ed by the belligerents themselv es, and 
then it is not Impossible that the ne 
gottations might 
be transferred to 
Manchuria, as President Roosev elt is 
believ ed to hav e suggested. 
It Is stated at the foreign office that 
the question of plenipotentiaries has 
not yet been officially considered, hut 
it is regaided as almost certain that

Bar*in Rosen, the ambassador to the 
United States, on account of his long 
and intimate acquaintance with far 
Eastern affairs, besides his familiarity 
with Japanese, will be selected. Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt also might he of ser­ 
v ice In arranging the preliminaries, 
but Russia would be disposed to re­ 
spect his adv ice to settle all questions 
after the first meeting directly with 
Japan. 
While proferrlng all the aid 
In his power, it is well understood 
here that the president, hav ing serv ed 
to bring the representativ es of the 
warring countries face to face, be­ 
liev es it would be to the best inter­ 
ests of all concerned that he step 
aside. The United States, It is recog­ 
nized here, desires to keep all the 
powers out of temptation when the 
spoils iff war come to be div ided, and 
this position is considered to be the 
logical sequence of the pledges se­ 
cured by Secretary Hay at the open 
Ing of the conflict. 
Too much credit for the president’s 
diplomatic triumph cannot be bestow­ 
ed on Ambassador Meyer, who han­ 
dled the Russian end with consum­ 
mate skill, keeping his own counsel 
ev en against the applause of his col­ 
leagues in the diplomatic corps and 
going straight to the throne with the 
president’s message, thus av oiding the 
formalities, delays and possible com­ 
plications of the regular bureaucratic 
channels. President Roosev elt through 
Ambassador Meyer, has sent a per­ 
sonal message of thanks to Emperor 
Nicholas for the reception of his ap­ 
peal. 
In diplomatic circles here It is felt 
that Great Britain can now play a 
great role in seconding the president’s 
Initiativ e by restraining her ally and 
counselling moderate terms. 
Harsh 
and humiliating terms would not be 
accepted, and for that reason diplo­ 
matic circles express the greatest 
skepticism as to whether Japan, elat­ 
ed by her wonderful v ictories, will he 
reasonable enough to offer a basis 
which Russians can possibly accept. 
If In the end Russia were forced to 
humble herself In the dust, her lg- 
nominy would spur her to seek re­ 
v enge. 
There is an Infinite amount of gos 
sip here about Japan’s terms, but it 
is almost altogether irresponsible, the 
best Inofrmed members of the diplo­ 
matic corps, ev en the British embassy, 
being conv inced that while the main 
outlines are matters of common know 
ledge in America and in the chancel 
lories of Europe. Japan has not re­ 
v ealed her exact terms ev en to her 
ally. 
Russia Is not likely to prov e recal­ 
citrant. According to the best opinion 
she is prepared to abandon the whole 
of her 
Manchurian 
adv enture and 
giv e guarantees. 
The rub will come 
upon the question of an indemnity, 
which It is the concensus of opinion 
In diplomatic circles Japan will exact, 
hut If it should be made moderate 
and sugar coated so that it could be 
liquidated by the sale of the Chinese 
Eastern railroad and the cession of 
Russian property and leases In the 
Kwanun peninsula. It might be ov er­ 
come.
